—Southern blight of peanuts is 
one of the major problems in 
the 
production 
of 
peanuts 
in 
Texas. Losses from the disease 
ma> vary from a trace to almost 
complete failure. 
The recent trend toward the 
irrigation of peanuts has mag­ 
nified the problem in some sec­ 
tions of the State. Control meas­ 
ures are hampered by the nature
